Co wed Into Co nfessio n 
Weger contended he was cowed 
into confessing that he killed the 
three Chicago area matrons in the 
park last March 14. He said he 
was threatened with the electric 
chair if he remained silent.

cross-ex amination 
carried 
ov er into today before Weger was 
ex cu sed from the witness stand. 


Sticks To Story 
The lithe defendant stu ck to his 
story that the confession was made 
u p by Du mmett. 
"In my confession I had words 
of my own in there, bu t I was told 
what

to hav e 
done.” he said at one point. 
He said Du mmett recited in de­ 
tail what the three women v ictims 
were su pposed to hav e said to him 
With minimal prompting from 
defense attorney John A. McNa 
m ara. Weger said, “ I nev er killed 
any body .” 
The state planned to call nu ­ 
merou s rebu tal witnesses before 
the case goes to the ju ry .

Lawmaker to 
End Career 


WASHINGTON '-P* Rep. Francis 
E. Waller. D-Pa., will end a 30-y ear 
career in Congress at the end of 
his present term in 19 6 2. 
The 6 6 -y ear-old chairm an of the 
Hou se Un-American Activ ities Com­ 
mittee said Monday he was retiring 
becau se of poor health.

With 
Cahill will be Edmu nd B. Walker, 
of Ev ert Kincaid Associates, city 
planners. 
Cahill is a mem ber of the cou ncil 
which last week u nanimou sly v oted 
down the old North Central School 
site. W alker’s firm of city plan 
ners wou ld not recommend the 
site. 
A new phase of the controv ersary 
dev eloped this morning when the 
cou ncil receiv ed petitions pu rport 
ing to bear 2.800 signatu res of 
Dix on residents asking the cou ncil 
to reconsider its position. 
la tte r 
A letter accompany ing the peti 
tions, which were filed with the 
city clerk for fu rther ex amination, 
ex plained the petitions were the 
resu lt of a motion made at a m eet­ 
ing of the Plu m bers and Steamfit- 
ters, Local 411, of Dix on, for the 
secretary of the local to write the 
cou ncil and hou sing au thority to 
ask why the pu blic was not in­ 
formed abou t other sites consid­ 
ered and why these were u ndesir­ 
able. 
The letter conclu des, “ We u nani­ 
mou sly came to the conclu sion 
that with the employ ment problem 
daily becoming more acu te, that 
some site shou ld be approv ed. We 
wou ld like the cou ncil to reconsider 
the problem 
. . . ” 
Lindqu ist said at this morning’s 
cou ncil meeting that he thinks the 
“ keen and liv ely interest created 
. . . more than has been in a long 
tjme . . .’’ is good. He also said 
he has been adv ised, althou gh not 
officially , that federal fu nds for the 
project are still av ailable.

WASHINGTON (^ ^ P r e s ­ 
ident Kennedy to day pro po s­ 
ed a tax fo rmula fo r financ­ 
ing super-highwav s by plac­ 
ing a greater share o f the 
burden o n big trucks. 
The President, in a 3,5 00- 
wo rd special message to Co n­ 
gress, said his pay -as-y o u-go 
plan wo uld co mplete 4 1,000 
miles o f ex press ro ads by 
197 2 
witho ut reso rt to 
a 
higher federal gaso line tax . 
Howev er, he said Congress shou ld 
no* permit a schedu led Ju ne 30 
redu ction in the gas tax from 4 
cents a gallon to 3 cents. And he 
added that if his proposals for 
heav ier lev ies on tru cks are re ­ 
jected. Congress shou ld be pre­ 
pared to increase ga.soline tax es on 
all u sers. 
Kennedy 's plan wou ld boost tax es 
and fees on heav y tru cks, diesel 
fu el, tires, tu bes and retread ru b­ 
ber. While tru ckers wou ld bear the 
bru nt of these. Kennedy said ev en 
so they wou ld not pay “ their fair 
share of the cast of this program 
The President also m ade some 
sharp comments abou t 
roadside 
billboards, which he said “ tend 
to detract from both the beau ty 
and safety of the rou tes they line.” 
Kennedy said the states shou ld 
be giv en a bigger incentiv e to 
regu late billboards. If that doesn t 
work, he said federal control or 
billboard tax es might be necessary 
Declaring the road program v ital 
to the nation’s secu rity , safety and 
economic growth, Kennedy said

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. CT*)—Secretary -General Dag 
Hammarskjo ld warned Co ngo lese President J o seph Kasa- 
v ubu to day that the United Natio ns will no lo nger permit 
its peace effo rts to be blo cked by po litical o ppo sitio n. 
In a letter to Kasav u bu , Ham ­ 
marskjold called for fu ll coopera­ 
tion of the Leopoldv ille gov ern­ 
ment in av erting a civ il war. Bu t 
he added that the United Nations 
has the strength and the determ i­ 
nation to carry ou t its mission 
withou t su ch cooperation, if nec­ 
essary . 
“Those engaged in these m eas­ 
u res on behalf of the United Na­ 
tions cannot allow themselv es to 
be forcibly deterred from carry ­ 
ing them ou t,” he said.

The letter to Kasav u bu was part 
of a report Hammarskjold made 
to the Secu rity Cou ncil on steps 
he is taking to carry ou t last 
week s resolu tion au thorizing u se 
o f U.N, fo rce if needed to pre­

The natio n’s hig h scho o l principals put their heads to ­ 
g ether recently to talk abo ut what they o ug ht to be do ing 
mo re o f and ho w to do better what they are try ing to ac­ 
co mplish in the hig h scho o l y ears. They met fo r the Na­ 
tio nal Assn. o f Seco ndary -Scho o l Principals annual meeting 
in Detro it. Sheldo n Bro ss, principal o f Dix o n Hig h Scho o l, 
attended the meeting . 


Social studies education wail the 
m ajor project of the com m ittee on 
curriculum planning and develop­ 
ment for 1960-61. This com m ittee 
sub m itted a 'position paper' to the 
association which stated in pa rt: 
"The very existence of m ankind 
today depends upon m an ’s control 
of his social environm ent. 
M an 
m ust use his vast new sources of 
power for constructive purposes. 
The alternative is the creation of 
a glob al holocaust. 
Solution Vital 
"Social prob lem s m ust b e faced 
realisUcally . Many of today ’s stu­ 
dents will not live to see the 21st 
century if m any dilem m as in hum an 
relationships are not solved.

"Consequently , instruction in so­ 
cial studies is needed in every y ear 
of the seventh through the twelfth 
grade, b y every Am erican y outh, 
w hether college b ound or not.”

One of the new developm ents in
